She was white haired and old, 
but the things she had won were 
never diminished—her name, 
her fortune and her place among 
the great. 


From the | little girl who 
watched the séa gulls from her 
father’s cargo ship, in the 
blustery harbours of New Eng- 
land, to the aging, but-immense- 
ly self-possessed woman who sat 
in the sun outside her famous 
Riviera chateau and watched 
kings, dukes, princes and prin- 
cesses diving in her swimming 
pool, was a long period, and a 
long career. 


It was a career which the ged- 
dess of luck protected unfailing- 
ly, and Maxine Elliott never 
knew the usual fate of the ac- 
tress—oblivion.

N° that Maxine Elliott ever 
suffered neglect. That could 
never be said about a woman who 
had a New York theatre bearing 
her name, whose: beauty captivated 
King Edward: VII, whose fabulous 
chateau was saved from flames one 
day, not by the local ‘fire depart- 
ment, but by the British Navy— 
no less—part of which happened to 
be in the harbour. 


Her real name was the good, 
sound, Yankee name of Jessica

The name Maxine Eliott was 
suggested by Dion Boucicault.

Disappear Altogether? 


THE DECISION of the Stewards of the Hongkong 
Jockey Club to section all the Australian ponies into four 
classes instead of three after the First Extra Race Mect- 
ing, which will be staged to-morrow, has not taken us by 
surprise, because we fully expected the move so as to have 
a leg for 1941 meetings. ; : 

Quite recently a preliminary notice was circulated to 
members to the following effect that in view of the un- 
certainty of obtaining China pony subscription griffins, and 
the difficulty of acquiring China pony griffins at reason- 
able prices, the Stewards signified their intention of im- 
porting fifty Australian ponies of a superior class to the 


present subscription class. 


This new class will be in 
addition to the Australian 
subscription -griffins, which 
will be increased to a list of 
one hundred ponies. - The 
cost of the new class will 
be approximately $1,460, 
and members will have to 
buy the ponies at an auction 
to be held under the aus- 
pices of the Race Club. 
Further details and regula: 
tions relating to this new 

-—class-~ e¢--cetera-— will — be 
announced later. ° 


SAFE ASSUMPTION .
